His Effeminacy had made him mean-ſpirited, for other- 
wiſe he would, as eHonferr de Villeroy adviſed him, have 
been ſincere, and headed the Army himſelf, (for he hated 
the Proteſtants, and died a Papiſt ) and then, as he ſaid, the 
Power of the Gziſes would have vaniſhed before him, as 
ſhadows in theSun-ſhine.
